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A HEALTH service watchdog has 
ordered the NHS Trust that runs 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals to 
improve in all areas. 

The Care Quality Commission’s 
(CQC) report, published on Friday, 
said the trust required improve¬ 
ment in all five of the areas on 
which it was rated, safety, effec¬ 
tiveness, caring, responsiveness, 
and leadership. 

Surgery at St Helier Hospital 
was highlighted as inadequate, 
with inspectors who visited in No¬ 
vember raising concerns that staff 
shortages could harm patients and 


had led to a rise in cardiac arrests. 

Not all surgical staff received 
the required training or annual 
appraisals, meaning inspectors 
could not be assured staff were 
competent in their roles, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

Medical care, A&E, intensive 
care, maternity and gynaecology, 
children and young people units 
all require improvement, accord¬ 
ing to the CQC. 

Low nurse staff levels were 
putting the quality of patient 
care at risk and there was no plan 
to address staffing shortages as 
they happened, the report also 
found. 

Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Trust pro¬ 
vides services to approximately 


420,000 people living in south-west 
London and north-east Surrey. 

The overall rating given to the 
trust was “requires improve¬ 
ment,” based on a combi¬ 
nation of the watch¬ 
dog’s findings 
during its inspec¬ 
tion, and informa¬ 
tion from its mon¬ 
itoring system and 
patients and other 
organisations. 

CQC inspectors 
carried out an an¬ 
nounced inspection 
between November 10 
and November 13 last 
year, and undertook 
unannounced 
visits later in

Both hospitals were deemed to 
require improvement overall. 

In its summary, the report 
stated: “The existing estate in 
some areas was not fit for the 
purpose of delivering modern 
healthcare.” 

It added: “There was a sig¬ 
nificant shortfall of staff in a 
number of areas.” 

Trust chief executive 
Daniel Elkeles said: “The 
report recognises the 
challenges that we have 
faced in many of our 
services.”

Medical centre placed in special 
measures by health watchdog

A GP surgery in Tadworth has been 
placed in special measures after be¬ 
ing branded “inadequate” in a damn¬ 
ing report by a health watchdog. 

Tadworth Medical Centre in Troy 
Lane will now be helped to improve 
by NHS England and the Royal Col¬ 
lege of General Practice. 

Ruth Rankine, Deputy Chief In¬ 
spector of General Practice con¬ 
firmed a follow-up inspection would 
take place six months after the most 
recent report, which was published 
on Thursday, May 19. 

She added that inspectors from 
the Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
found “significant areas of concern” 
during their visit to the surgery on 
March 8, 2016. 

Inspectors found that staff were 
not sufficiently trained to respond 


to anaphylaxis - a potentially 
life-threatening allergic reaction - or 
to prevent the spread of infection, or 
in the event of fire at the surgery 

The watchdog also found that some 
members of staff had also not been 
sufficiently vetted for criminal re¬ 
cords or being placed on lists barring 
people from working in roles where 
they may have contact with children 
or vulnerable adults. 

During an earlier visit in October, 
CQC inspectors had found that vac¬ 
cines were past their use-by dates and 
were stored in a fridge “far warmer” 
than the recommended storage tem¬ 
perature. In March inspectors found 
these issues had been corrected. 

Sarah Macdonald, Director of 
Commissioning, at NHS England 
(South East) said: “It is important 
that (the team at Tadworth Medical 
Centre) take the further action re¬ 
quired to make sure they have all the 
right processes in place to support 
the delivery of safe, high quality care 


to all their patients. 

“I welcome the commitment of the 
staff at the practice to make the fur¬ 
ther improvements needed. 

“These inspections are about en¬ 
suring that every patient, anywhere 
across the country, receives consist¬ 
ently high quality services, by identi¬ 
fying issues so improvements can be 
made.” 

In a statement responding to the 
CQC’s report, management at Tad¬ 
worth Medical Centre said they were 
“disappointed” with the rating. 

It said: “We have worked hard to 
make improvements to our services 
since the last visit the CQC made to 
us and have already addressed many 
of the areas identified by the CQC. 
While the latest CQC report has rated 
the practice as ‘good’ for providing 
a caring service to our patients, it 
has highlighted that there is further 
work we must do to improve our pol¬ 
icies and procedures in order to sup¬ 
port the best possible patient care.

AN AFC Wimbledon fan with ter¬ 
minal prostate cancer who has run 
a series of gruelling endurance rac¬ 
es in aid of charity was able to take 
time out of his training to listen to 
his beloved Dons claim play-off glo¬ 
ry on Monday 

Kevin Webber, 51, has raised more 
than £32,000 for Prostate Cancer UK 
since his diagnosis in November 
2014 by running marathons, ul¬ 
tra-marathons (66-mile races) and 
even completing the gruelling Mar¬ 
athon des Sables in April - a 150- 
mile race across the Sahara. 

Mr Webber, a father of three who 
lives in Newbury Gardens, Stone- 
leigh, was given between two and 10 
years to live by doctors, but told to 
expect that it would most likely be 
three or four. 

However, he refuses to be beaten 
by the disease. 

He said: “After the first lot of 
chemotherapy, I came home, got up 
the next day and went for a run. It 
wasn’t easy, it was awful, but every 
day you have the choice. You can get 
up and be happy, or be miserable. 
Things can affect that, but ultimate¬ 
ly it’s your decision what you do. 

“On my death bed, if I look back 
then I can’t have regrets. I can’t 
change regrets from before I was ill, 
but now if I waste today or tomor¬ 
row then that’s just a massive waste 
of life.” 

Although the season ticket hold¬ 
er was away on a family holiday to 
South Carolina for Monday’s victo¬ 


ry, he managed to find a cafe where 
he could listen to it on the radio. He 
said: “It’s just fantastic. I was lis¬ 
tening to it on my headphones, and 
people were staring at me when I 
started fist pumping. 

“It’s absolutely fantastic. I’m re¬ 
ally, really pleased. I can’t wait to go 
and watch them play next season. 
Even my 11-year-old is excited. Now 
we just need to beat the MK Dons.” 


He added that men should take 
the time to check as it is vital to 
catch the disease early 
He said: “By the time my kids are 
401 want it to be an old disease that 
no longer exists. For now, I’m just 
an ordinary bloke with a crap dis¬ 
ease, who’s just trying to enjoy life 
while I still can.”

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Pair bailed after moped theft cop chase 


Scammer has three months or faces extra jail

A COWBOY gardener who conned el¬ 
derly and vulnerable victims out of 
thousands of pounds was ordered to 
pay nearly £100,000 in compensation, 
seven months after he was jailed for of¬ 
fering sham services. 

Benjamin Brown, 62, formerly of Cox 
Lane, Epsom, appeared at a confisca¬ 
tion order hearing in Guildford Crown 
Court via video-link on Tuesday, May 
17 and was ordered to pay £97,650 to his 
victims. 

He has three months to pay up or face 
an additional two years in jail. 

Brown was jailed for three and a half 
years in October after admitting eight 
counts of fraud and four counts of 
money laundering. 

At his sentencing for fraud last year 
Brown was told to pay £279,970.40. 

He has yet to pay this and has been 
given 28 days from May 17 to pay or be 
handed an additional two years behind 
bars. 

During his trial in 2015 Guildford 
Crown Court heard he declared only 
£82,672 of £747,590 earnings from 2006 
to 2012 to the authorities - meaning 
£664,918 was undeclared. 

He targeted his vulnerable victims 


between 2006 and 2012 in Sutton, Wall- 
ington, Richmond and Twickenham, as 
well as across Surrey 

Using the trading name Greenfingers 
Gardening and Homecare Property 
Maintenance, Brown advertised ser¬ 
vices including landscape gardening, 
paving and fencing in local newspapers 
including the Epsom Guardian and the 
Sutton Guardian. 

When Brown was originally sen¬ 
tenced in October, Judge Christopher 
Critchlow ordered him to pay a £120 
victim surcharge.

Hundreds objecting to 
multi-faith cemetery

HUNDREDS of residents are up 
in arms over plans for a mul¬ 
ti-faith cemetery site on green 
belt land they feel would be an 
“inappropriate development”, 
would cause traffic congestion 
and endanger wildlife habitats. 

Applicant Anisha Amin, who 
withdrew two similar bids in 
April and November last year 
after vehement public opposi¬ 
tion, wishes to develop 25 acres 
of pastureland in Croydon Lane, 
Banstead. 

Ms Amin launched the fresh 
application but without a chapel, 
and with a cemetery providing 
4,137 woodland, natural or tradi¬ 
tional burial plots on April 28. 

As of June 1, more than 350 
people had objected to the appli¬ 


cation on Reigate and Banstead 
Borough Council’s planning por¬ 
tal. 

Daniel Diodato from Longcroft 
Avenue, Banstead, is leading a 
campaign against the proposals. 

He said: “It is still a cemetery 
on green belt land, whichever 
way you look at it. It is not appro¬ 
priate.” 

Citing a Court of Appeal deci¬ 
sion from January 2015 - R (Tim¬ 
mins and Lymn Family Funeral 
Service) v. Gedling Borough 
Council and Westerleigh Group 
Limited [2015 EWCA Civ 110] - 
which ruled cemeteries are inap¬ 
propriate developments for green 
belt land, Mr Diodato said he was 
hopeful the application would be 
refused. 

Arta Malina, also from Long¬ 
croft Avenue, wrote online: “This 
is Metropolitan Green Belt and 
should be left alone. It serves as 
the lungs of London. 


“If we allow the Green Belt to 
disappear we could end up with 
a city resembling Beijing: over¬ 
crowded, oversized and danger¬ 
ous levels of pollution. 

“The local wildlife and their 
habitat would also be greatly im¬ 
pacted. Also Croydon Lane is a 
very busy narrow lane that does 
not need extra traffic.” 

At the time of going to press, 
Andrew Compton the owner of 
Hengest Farm, Woodmansterne 
Lane, was the sole supporter of 
the plan on the council’s plan¬ 
ning portal. 

He argued: “A cemetery is an 
acceptable development within 
the green belt as per the recrea¬ 
tional use described in govern¬ 
ment planning policy and there 
are no non-secular burial spaces 
in the north of the borough.” 

The Epsom Guardian was un¬ 
able to reach Ms Amin for com¬ 
ment. 


‘Serial flasher’ investigated 


POLICE believe a serial flasher 
may have struck three times in 
Epsom and Ewell in the last two 
months. 

Surrey Police this week re¬ 
leased two e-fit images of a man 
they wish to speak in connection 
with a series of indecent expo¬ 
sures in the borough. 

On April 20, a man flashed a 
dog walker on Epsom Common 
and reportedly tried to take a 
photo of her. 

The victim, in her fifties, was 
walking her dog when the man 
passed her and exposed himself. 
A man then flashed a teenager in 
an alleyway in Ewell on April 30. 

The victim - a 19-year-old wom¬ 
an - was walking alone through 
the alleyway connecting West 
Street to Spring Street in Ewell, 
when she saw a man standing in 
the middle of the alley 

As she approached him, the 
man opened his coat and flashed 
her, but did not talk to his victim 
or try to touch her. 

Most recently, two girls were 
flashed in Hogsmill Open Space 
near Ewell Court Avenue at 
about 4.30pm on Sunday, May 22. 

Surrey Police said the man did 
not try to talk to his victims or 
touch them.

After the first two attacks, the 
force would not link the assaults, 
but admitted that the “descrip¬ 
tions [were] incredibly similar”. 

But this week Surrey Police 
released two e-fit images of a sus¬ 
pect based on descriptions by the 
victims. 

A spokesperson for Surrey Po¬ 
lice said: “While these two imag¬ 
es may not look completely the 
same, they both have very simi¬ 
lar features.” 

The suspect is described as 
white of slim build, in his 20s 
and between five foot nine inches 
and six foot. He has fair hair with 
some facial hair.

Surrey and Metropolitan police combine in dramatic arrest 

Moped riders admit 
guilt over police chase

A dramatic hour-long police 
helicopter chase through Sur¬ 
rey and London resulted in two 
teenagers admitting to a string 
of offences. 

A suspicious moped speeding 
through Chessington was re¬ 
ported at about 2am last Wednes¬ 
day morning and officers be¬ 
lieved it was linked to a string 
of burglaries in the area, police 
said. 

An emergency response team 
ordered the rider to pull over 
and when he did not, a chase be¬ 
gan. A police helicopter based in 
Redhill was in the air nearby and 
joined the pursuit, recording the 
moped trying to escape by riding 
off-road and on the pavement. 
At one point the moped became 
stuck in a garden and a police 
officer tried to grab the suspects 
but the rider managed to free his 
bike and sped away. 

The chase continued for an 
hour as the rider and his pas¬ 
senger approached Hounslow, 
through Twickenham.

Officers from Twickenham 
and Hounslow, as well as the 
Metropolitan Police’s traffic 
unit and a dogs unit from Surrey 
Police, joined the chase. 

The rider and his passenger, 
jumped off the moped and tried 
to hide from police but were 
found by Surrey Police’s dogs . 

Frank Fisher, 18, of Upper 
Halliford Road, Sunbury plead¬ 
ed guilty to attempted theft of 


a vehicle, trespass, dangerous 
driving, driving without an ap¬ 
propriate licence or insurance, 
failing to stop for a police officer, 
and going equipped in order to 
carry out theft. A 17-year-old, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted theft of a vehicle, tres¬ 
pass and knowingly being a pas¬ 
senger in a stolen vehicle. They 
will be sentenced at a later date.

Scammer exploited non-English speakers with bogus policies 

Man dodges prison for 
£90k insurance fraud

A FRAUDSTER from Epsom who 
exploited his victims’ inabili¬ 
ty to speak English to sell them 
“worthless” insurance policies 
and defraud them out of nearly 
£90,000 has been spared jail. 

Renan Gomes, 28, of Adelphi 
Road, Epsom, had a 16-month 
prison sentence suspended for 
two years at Guildford Crown 
Court last week.

He was also ordered to carry 
out 200 hours of unpaid work, 
having admitted fraud. 

Between November 2013 and 
March 2015, Gomes set himself 
up as an unauthorised insurance 
broker, and took out policies on 
behalf of his customers who 
thought they were getting good 
deals on their car insurance. 

In fact, Gomes was registering 
false details to get lower premi¬ 
ums and was leaving his custom¬ 
ers completely uncovered. 

Gomes set up 133 fraudulent 
policies during this period. 

Many of his customers were 
from the Portuguese community 
in Surrey. 

The fraud was discovered 
when Liberty Insurance, the in¬ 
surance company he took out pol¬ 
icies with, noticed a high number 
of policies being set up using the 
same bank accounts. 

All of the accounts belonged to 
Gomes. 

Detectives at the Insurance 
Fraud Enforcement Department 
(IFED) subsequently linked 79 
policies set up with Liberty to 
Gomes. 

He was arrested at his home in 
March 2015. 

Detectives found he was pock¬ 
eting between £70 and £100 in fees 
from his unsuspecting victims 
for every policy he opened, mak¬ 
ing about £10,000 in total. 


Detectives also found 133 pay¬ 
ments from his accounts to in¬ 
surers. 

Liberty Insurance estimated 
its total losses from the fraud to 
be about £79,000. 

He pleaded guilty to three 
counts of fraud at Guildford 
Crown Court on May 3, and was 
sentenced at the court on Friday, 
May 20. 

Detective Constable Eva 
Woods, from the Insurance Fraud 
Enforcement Department, said: 
“Gomes set himself up as an un¬ 
authorised insurance broker and 
sold policies that were absolute¬ 
ly worthless to people who often 
didn’t speak English. 

“The warning here is if you 
get yourself insurance through 
an unlicensed broker like Gomes, 
then the likelihood is that you’ll 
be left without valid cover. 

“You could end up having to 
foot a hefty bill yourself should 
you have an accident and you 
could also have your car seized 
by police if it’s on the road with¬ 
out valid insurance. 

“Anyone looking for cheap car 
insurance deals from an insur¬ 
ance broker should make sure 
that broker is authorised with 
the FCA (Financial Conduct Au¬ 
thority).” 

A confiscation hearing has 
been set for September 1 at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court. 


Child pics man spared jail 


A KINGS WOOD man has avoided 
a jail term after admitting pos¬ 
sessing more than 1,000 indecent 
images of children. 

Christopher Baker, 28, of Al- 
cocks Lane, Kingswood, was or¬ 
dered to sign the sex offenders’ 
register for five years and given 
a sexual harm prevention order 
for ten years at Guildford Crown 
Court on Tuesday 
He was also handed a commu¬ 
nity order to last three years. 

Baker admitted downloading 
a film with a title which sug¬ 
gested it consisted of extreme 


pornographic, incestuous ma¬ 
terial at Guildford Crown Court 
on May 3. He also admitted pos¬ 
sessing 1,379 prohibited images 
of children. 

He admitted three charges 
of “making an indecent photo¬ 
graph/pseudo photograph of a 
child” and one of “possessing a 
prohibited image of a child”. 

The charge of ‘making’ an 
image normally relates to down¬ 
loading an image onto a comput¬ 
er. The court ordered the materi¬ 
al be destroyed. 

Baker must pay £730 in costs. 


Rapes denied 

A MAN has denied eight counts 
of sexual assault against two 
young girls in the 1970s. 

Peter Eden, 59, of Roebuck 
Road, Chessington, faces four 
counts of sexual assault. 

These charges include rape 
and oral rape against a seven- 
year-old girl. 

The other four, including two 
counts of oral rape, are against a 
six-year-old girl. 

Mr Eden denied all the charges 
against him at Kingston Crown 
Court yesterday. 

His trial is set for October 17.

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‘Fundamental failures in governance’ found in pilot scheme 

Ambulance chief quits 
after report criticism

THE embattled head of South 
East Coast Ambulance Service 
(SECAmb) has left the trust two 
months after investigators crit¬ 
icised “fundamental failures in 
governance” during an emergen¬ 
cy response times pilot scheme. 

SECAmb said on Tuesday 
morning that chief executive 
Paul Sutton had left after he took 
a mutually-agreed leave of ab¬ 
sence. That followed publication 
of Deloitte’s report into how he 
signed off on the “re-triaging” 
of emergency calls, effectively 
restarting the clock for the pur¬ 
poses of logging response times. 

The trust’s chairman Tony 
Thorne stepped down on the day 
of publication of the report in 
March. 

A SECAmb spokesman said: 
“The trust would like to thank 
Paul for his contribution to the 
developments and achievements 
of the trust over the past 10 years. 

“The process for finding a per¬ 
manent replacement will start 
immediately and will be subject 
to further announcements as ap¬

propriate. In the interim period, 
Geraint Davies will continue as 
acting chief executive.” 

Deloitte said in March the 
SECAmb pilot scheme, which 
ran from December 20, 2014 to 
February 24, 2015, allowed up to 
10 and 20-minute despatch times 
for Red 2 and Green 111-category 
calls. Red 2 calls mean a patient 
is in a life-threatening emergen¬ 
cy and is the second most urgent 
category 

Deloitte’s report showed the 


trust did not look at the impact 
of the scheme on patients and 
breached NHS 111 commission¬ 
ing standards. 

Additionally, the changes 
to the Red 2 clock start times 
were not in line with national¬ 
ly-agreed operating standards, 
which require a response time 
within eight minutes. 

The trust spokesman refused 
to say if Mr Sutton resigned or 
was asked to leave, or if he had a 
non-disclosure agreement.

Get carried away with 
demand: Remember buyers won't 
say what they are truly thinking if 
the seller is present on the day.

THIS WEEK’S REASONS TO GO OUT 


Britain’s richest horse race the Derby returns to Epsom Downs this 
weekend and after 236 years it is as popular as ever and steeped in 
history. Here are 16 things you should know about the race...

- This year’s Investec-sponsored 
Derby Festival is on Friday, June 3, 
and Saturday, June 4. 

- Last year, Frankie Dettori won 
his second Derby. His first came 
after 14 attempts in 2007. 

- The Queen has been attending 
the Derby for more than 60 years. 
She attended with her first runner 
in 1953, just four days after her 
coronation. 

- This year the Derby will 
celebrate Her Majesty’s 90th 
birthday and the Queen will 
personally present the winner’s 
prize for the first time during 


her reign. 

- Friday is Ladies Day and this year 
the style award will be judged by 
model, presenter and DJ Vogue 
Williams, whose style advice is: 
“Dress like you’re meeting your 
boyfriend’s parents for the first 
time.” 

- The Derby was first run on May 
4, 1780. 

- Originally, it was run over one mile 
and it was extended to a mile and 

a half on 1787. It is now one mile, 
four furlongs and ten yards or 2,423 
metres. 

- The first winner was Diomed, 


owned by Steward of the Jockey 
Club Sir Charles Bunbury. 

- It has always been run at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse apart from 
during the two World Wars, when it 
took place at Newmarket. 

- Lester Piggott has won the 
Derby the most times for a jockey, 
with nine victories between 

1954 (Never Say Die) and 1983 
(Teenoso). He was just 18 at the 
time of his first victory. 

- Shergar won by the biggest margin 
ever - 10 lengths - in 1981. 

- The fastest horse over the 
current course was Workforce in 


2010 with a time of 2m 31.33s. 

- In 1970, Nijinsky became the 
15th and last horse to win racing’s 
legendary Triple Crown (which also 
consists of the 2000 Guineas and 
the St Leger Stakes). 

- Suffragette Emily Davison threw 
herself in front of the King’s horse 
at the 1913 Derby. 

- The BBC first broadcast from 
the Derby in 1927 and regular 
broadcasts began from 1960. 

- The Derby has one of the biggest 
prize funds in British racing, with 
winnings of £1.325 million.
